J. Ewen, who has been marked by 
the Hargls faction ever since he told 
•what he knew of the murder of Law- 
yer J. B. Marcum. 


Ewen's hotel, occupied by 
about 


thirty guests, some of them witnesses 
in the case against Curtis Jett and 
Tom White, was burned to tho ground 
early Sunday morning. 


The guests all escaped unharmed, 


but lost most of their property. Capt. 
Ewen was not In the hotel, as he has 
teen Bleeping at 
the militia camp 


«ver since tho Jett trial opened. 


Policy Is Canceled. 


Once the fire was started the de- 


struction of the hotel was certain, aa 
-It -was a frame building, and Jackson 
•has no fire department. 


The hotel and furniture had been 


Insured, but a week ago Capt. Ewen 
•was notified that on account of threat- 
•enIng conditions, the company had de- 
cided to cancel his policy. The house 
and fixtures were valued at $10,000. 
They were the savings of a life time 
.and Ewcn and family arc homeless 
.and penniless. 
, 
Two Under Arrest. 


Gray, and Jim Haddlclis. and Jerry 


Xiuntz, workmen nt the Swan & Day 
lumber yard, reported having 
seen 


Joe Crawford and Ed Thorp, wagoners 
for the Hargls Bros., come across the 
bridge and return just before the blazo 
•was discovered, and MaJ. Allen 
or- 


dered these men arrested. They wero 
taken into the military camp by the 
soldiers and manacled In the guard- 
bouse. 


It was discovered Immediately after 


the fire that all the water barrels 
around the place had been upset so 
that the early blaze could not be ex- 
tinguished before It was well started. 


It Is also declared, that two cloth 


balls dipped in tar and saturated with 
kerosene were found near the ruins 
of the hotel. 


Habeas Corpus Writs. 


The Hargls people Immediately took 


•steps to secure writs of habeas corpus 
Jefore Judge Rcdwlne, making them 
returnable at once. The writs wero 
served on Maj. Allen, and he sent tho 
•prisoners to the courthouse under a 
strong guard. 


The attorneys Immediately argued 


the rase before Judge Redwlne. Two 
•of the most Interested spectators were 
•County Judge Hargls and Sheriff Ed 
Callalran. Judge Kedwlne finally do- 
•cldcd to admit tho men to ball In 
$3,000 each. County Judge Hargls and 
Sheriff Callahnn had bonds drawn up, 
but after a consultation between them 
and tho lawyers they refused to sign 
the bonds, and the two men woro 
taken by the soldiers Inside their 
lines and are in the military guard- 
house. 


Man In Woman's Attire. 


It was only a few days ago that 


two persons, supposedly women, ap- 
plied for rooms in the hotel, but were 
•refused admission when It was learned 
that one was a man In disguise. 


The burning of the hotel la not only 


•considered as incendiary but also as 
accessory to other facts of intlmida 
tion in connection with the trial of 
those accused of the murder of Mar- 
• cum. 
It has been openly predicted 


that there would bo the Hashing off 
Incendiary warnings, that arson would 
go along, with 
assassination. 
The 


burning of Ewen's property has caused 
renewed fear for both life and prop- 
. crty, and also has increased the gen 
. oral doubt of conviction in either ot 
•.the pending cases.

It is expected 
that many of those driven out of this 
territory will be able to get back to 
their homes and places of business as 
early as Tuesday. The lowlands back 
of the city are beginning to resume, in 
places, their usual aspect.

guished. One night the principal roller 
nearest Fort Hill was entirely de- 
stroyed. This stopped work In that 
trench, nnd the besiegers began anoth- 
er farther back, soaking the roller with 
water. 


Finding It Impossible, to check the 


steady and ceaseless advance of the 
foe above ground, the Loulslanlans 
•who occupied Fort Hill began to coun- 
termine with the hope of blowing up 
the Federal trench diggers. This work 
was slower than the trench digging of 
the Federals, for the countermlners 
Imd to sink a vertical shaft to a great 
depth and then tunnel forward under- 
neath the enemy. This expedient ulti- 
mately saved the fort from destruction, 
but did not prevent tho explosion of 
June 25. 


The next step of the Federals after 


reaching the outer ditch of Fort Hill 
•with their trench was to burrow down 
under the parapet and lay the powder 
mine. The Confederate countermlners 
were already at work under the fort, 
but the opposing gangs of laborers did 
not detect the presence of each other. 
The deep mining of the Federals was 
done by expert*, and at the end of 
three days they had eighty feet of gal- 
lery compli'ted under the parapet and 
tilled with L'.200 pounds of powder. 


Although fully apprised of the dan- 


ger, the Confederates were unable to 
vtop ili» enemy's work. Their big guns 
tiearlni: on the ground In front had 
b.-en silenced, and they rotild not sally 
out to nttacl: the Federals without 
•vniiilirj under the awful fire of inus- 


riddled with balls. 
Finally two HneH 


were formed on tho slope of the debris, 
nnd while the rear line loaded musket* 
the men In front tired at random over 
the crest. 


Rut tliu Confederates soon recover- 


ed from their surprise and were mas- 
ters of tlie situation. 
They climbed 


the other Hide of the slope and tossed 
lighted shells and hand grenades into 
the ranks of the stormers. That was 
an hour for the fiercest human pas- 
sions. To the assailants the prize was 
within their grasp, and they reached 
for It at any cost. The Confederates, 
HtiuiR by the discovery that they had 
been outwitted, were equally savage 
In their determination to destroy their 
foe. 


The muskets of the Federals firing 


over the crest became too hot to hold, 
and they were exchanged for fresh 
ones. Shells and, hand grenades were 
brought up to give the enemy as good 
as he sent. A volunteer from the First 
United States regulars—\VIIllam Laz- 
arus—tossed twenty of these missiles 
over the crest and was himself killed 
by one thrown from the other side. 


Desperate as was the situation for 


the Federals lighting'from the debris, 
they succeeded nt hist in checking the 
enemy's lire. 
Elevating the heels of 


their muskotx. they tired bullets down 
the other slope upon thn Confederates, 
nnd these, with the hand grenndes and 
shells tossed over, proved too much for 
the I-ouIslunlnns. Meanwhile the Fed- 
eral engineers hauled some heavy tim- 
ber out of the debris and built a case- 
mate nt the base of the slope, which 
was proof against the enemy's lire. At 
the same time n parapet was thrown 
up back of the casemate where the 
Federals who had dashed into the cra- 
ter found shelter from the grenades 
and shells. 


Hut tho valor of the stormcrs was 


wasted. Tho crater was too narrow 
for more than a few men. nnd these 
few could not hold It against the big 
odds. 
During the night the troops 


were withdrawn, nnd the miners sot 
to work to lay new galleries of powder 
under the parts of the fort that still 
defied them. A second explosion took 
place July I which opened a large 
breach, but there was no attempt to 
charge into the crater. In the llrst ex- 
plosion only n few Confederates were 
lost, and these were miners at work 
underneath tup fort. One of the min- 
ers who came out alive was a negro, 
lie said ho felt as though l>o had been 
lifted about three miles. lie landed 
unhurt In tho Federal lines and served 
General Logan to the end of the siege. 


On the day of the Fort Hill affair 


the Confederates exploded two of their 
countermines, engultlng the rollers of 
Hie Federals at work over the mine 
and lining In their trenches. A day 
or two later the Confederates rolled a 
barrel of powder containing a slow 
fuse down upon a timber screen used 
by the besiegers to cover the work of 
digging. The charge of 1-5 pounds ex- 
ploded on the mark and sent the tim- 
bers and other material high In the 
air. A new screen was built In the 
night, and the miners tolled on, fin- 
ishing their work and opening u crater 
July I larger than tho one of June S3. 
The work of mining and all other oper- 
ntlons of the siege came to-a sudden 
end July 3. when the Confederate 
commander notified Grant of his de- 
sire to surrender Vlcksburg.

ASSESSMENT 
OF 
MORTGAGES 


In another column is published a 


letter from J. W. Cochran, supervis- 
or of assessments In Wood county, 
addressed to the town assessors In 
that county. 
Mr. Cochrano Is an 


attorney of ripe experience, and his 
Interpretation of the new mortgage 
law, will be read with Interest. 


, It is well to remember that this 


law IB not In accord with the recom- 
mendations la either the tax 
com- 


mission or the senate. ( It Is. an ad- 
ministration measure pure and sim- 
ple and when tho farmer pays the 
tax upon his own. and tho mortgage 
equity on his land, he may bo Inclin- 
ed to do a little quiet swearing 
at 


fate. 


A" mortgage has usually been treat- 


ed as personal j>roperty belonging to 
the man who owned It. 
In tho case 


of life Insurance companies the mor- 
tgage asset represents about all that 
the companies own, outside of the 
cash on hand: - This Is also true of 
trust companies and all other classes 
of corporations who deal largely in 
real estate securities. 


It Is a difficult class of property to 


reach by any Individual state 
be- 


cause It Is scattered all over 
the 


country, but Wisconsin has nothing 
to do with property of New 
York, 


and If $he later state has a million 
dollars, more or less Invested 
In 


Badger state mortgages, there Is no 
reason why Wisconsin should be con- 
cerned about tho .New Yorker evad- 
ing his tax. In plain English, it Is 
none of tho state's -business, wheth- 
er' the eastern mortgage pays a tax 
or not. 
! !(£i;i!4 
On the other hand, a mortgage adds 


nothing to the value of property. It 
Is an acknowledgement of debt se- 
cured by real estate, and any man 
who has a plaster of this kind on his 
property simply owns an equity In 
the property. 
Ho Is associated with 


a silent partner, but there is no rea- 
son why he should pay his partner's 
debts. 


Tho state is suffering 
from 
too 


much reform. Under the old regime 
property was supposed to bo assess- 
ed at half its 
.value. 
This 
was 


equitable, because it relieved 
the 


holder of encumbered property from 
unjust taxation, 
but there is 
no 


Justice in -the new law passed 
two 


years ago, which provides for asses- 
sing all property at full 
valuation. 


There are numerous Instances 
in 


Rock county where mortgaged prol>- 
erty has been assessed for 
2~> per 


cent more than It would bring In tho 
market. 
There will >be a loss num- 


ber of reformers, after tho assessors 
aiako their annual tour.

In the matter of Chapter 378 con- 


cerning the assessment of mortgages 


Then." are BO many questions ask- 


ed, ntid so much difference of opin- 
ion existing, cuncurnlng the applica- 
tion of Hie law, that 1 havo conclud- 
ed it advisable to put my views 
as 


fully as 1 can. without rendering my- 
self liable for contempt. In ,tho form 
of a lotter and send a copy to each 
assessor, so that tin; Interpretation 
of tho law may bo uniform thru out 
our county. 


Section 2 of the act provides 
in 


substance that all loans secured by 
mortgage upon real estate shall for 
the purposes of assessment and tax- 
ation bo deemed an interest in the 
mortgaged premises, and shall bo 
assessed as such and not otherwise. 


The effect of this Is to change tho 


character of such loans and credits 
from personal property to real prop- 
erty and no longer assessable where 
the creditor resides, but assessable 
whoro the mortgaged premises are 
situated, and assessable only as a 
part of tho .mortgaged premises. 


Section .1 provides that at tho op- 


tion of the owner of tho land, both 
tho mortgage interest and tho.own- 
er's Interest may bo assessed togeth- 
er the same as if there were no mor- 
tgage upon the (lands at nil. 
I wish 


to say right here, before saying any- 
thing further about the law, that 
this Is the most advlseablo course 
to pursue In every Instance, 
and 


the assessor should so Inform the 
owner of tho land If necessary 
In 


order to Impress that fact upon him. 


My principal reason for so advis- 


ing Is the> fact that in almost every, 
If not In every mortgage, there is a 
printed contract that the .owner 
of 


tho land will pay nil taxes of what- 
over nature, general 
or 
special, 


which may be assessed against' the 
land during the life of the mortgage. 


By referring back to Section. 2 of 


the act it will be readily soen that 
tho law has made debts or loans as 
well as tlio mortgage securing the 
same an Interest In, and a part of tho 
real estate and taxable only as such, 
and all such taxes the borrower has 
agreed that ho will pay. 


It Is true that there are other sec- 


tions of tho law .which provides tDat 
In case tho two Interests are separ- 
ately assessed against tho lands, and 
the owner of the lands ipays tho tax- 
es, that in the settlement 
between 


himself and the party from who ho 
borrowed the money, ho .may cnargo 
up against the mortgage and take 
credit to himself for the amount or 
tho taxes and costs accruing thereon, 
which were assessed 
against 
the 


mortgaged Interest. 


The constitution provides that the 


legislature ttlinll pass no 
laws im- 


pairing tho obligation of contracts. 


Tho provisions of this now law 


permitting tho borrower to charge 
back such taxes so 
paid by 
him 


would be In violation of the contract 
previously entered Into between tho 
borrower and tho lender. 


Then* are many other serious di- 


fficulties In the way of administer- 
ing the law. 


To Illustrate: 
There Is no prac- 


tical way to ascertain tho 
amount 


remaining unpaid iiimn any mortgage, 
and there may be a serious dispute 
between the parties In respect 
to 
that. 


The assessor cannot act judicially 


to settle such disputes, and It wotnd 
therefore be Impossible for him 
to 


ascertain the separate value of tho 
two Interests. 


Again, there might bo a mortgage 


for tho same Indebtness covering a 
largo number of different parcels ot 
real estate situated In several differ- 
ent counties remoto 
from 
each 


other, and there Is no provision for 
adjusting the amount of 
mortgage 


Interest as between these 
several 


different and remote parcels of land. 


There are many other serious dif- 


ficulties, but taken 
altogether 
it 


seems to me that this new law prac- 
tically exempts real estate securities 
from taxation, because 
if 
taxea 


under this law tho owner rff the lands 
must still pay tho taxes, and such se- 
curities cannot bo assessed to the 
holder as .personal property. 


it not only does this, but It falls to 


exempt chattle mortgage securities, 
and falls to exempt debts which are 
only jsecnred by promissory notes, or 
not secured at all, which seems 
to 


me to bo. an unjust 
discrimination. 


For 
these reasons I advise 
that 


mortgaged real estate bo 
assessed 


just tho same as If not mortgaged at 
all, and that debts secured by mort- 
gage on real estate be entirely omit- 
ted from tho assessment rolls.

maker, Inasmuch as he has It within 
his power to control the flavor of the 
butter to a very great extent by tho 
use of good

to do this Is one reason why the but- 
ter Is often Inferior in llavor. Butter- 
makers must study this question of 
ripening cream ami the use of "start- 
ers."

The cow suf- 
fers no chill or fever. Sho cats well 
and appears healthy. Tho milk from 
the affected teat or quarter Is changed 
In quality for but a few days then be- 
comes normal again. Tuberculosis is 
never suspected by the owner, but In 
these cases we always suspect It and 
consider it by far tho most danger 
ous form of the disease so far as users 
of, milk aro concerned. 


Quito recently a cattlo breeder sent 


us tho following report of a cow owned 
by him: "A four-year-old cow dropped 
her first calf, carried full time, inlr- 
teen months ago, and has not stood to 
service yet. 
Sho was a very poor 


milker and the calf was taken from 
her when three or four months old and 
the cow dried off. In a short tlmo It
